IR ST, this was nat only an extra- 
judicial Opinion, but was not per- 
tinent to the Queftion referred to 
their Confideration, whether thofe 
who were chofen into the Houfe of 
Commons, and were at that Time 
attainted of Treafon, might fit in 
Parliament ‘till their Attainders were revers'd; and 
they all agree that their Attainders fhould firft be an- 
nulled. But then they proceed to fay, that there was 
no Neceflity that the King’s Attainder fhould be re- 
verfed, for that he might enable himfelf, and needed 
not any Aét of Reverfal: But furcly they faid very 
wifely in what they faid, for he who had won a Crown 
in the Field, had gone a great Way towards enabling 
himfelf to wear it. Mott fure it is, that if an A& of 
Reverfal was necefflary before he could fir, that then 
it was impoflible he ever fhould fir there, becaufe no 
fach A& could be made without the Royal Affen’. 
Henry the Seventh was then King de facto, and in Pof- 
f{eflion of the Throne, and it was fomewhat of the 
Jzteft to confider whether he was qualify’d or not. Cer- 
tainly, it had been ftrange Self- Denial in the Judges, 
and a Negleét of themfelves, (which is not ufual in 
them) to havé alledged an incurable Difability in the 
the King, from whence they had their Patents and 
Authority. 





In the next Place let us confider, what Precedent the 
Judges cite to juftify this Opinion of theirs, and how’ 
oppofite it is: Henry the Sixth being driven out of the 
Kingdom by Ziwardthe Fourth, the Conqueror call'd 
a Parliamesit, and got an A& to pats whereby Henry 
was difabled to hold the Crown: About ten Yearsafier, 
Henry regains the Kingdom, and opon his Re-acceflion 
to the Crown (as it is ufually call’d) this A@ is never 
repealed: Bur does not every Child fee the Reafens of 
it? For if Henry was lawful King (and before he was 
not to doubt that) the Act ittelf was void, inafmuch 
as it wanted the Royal Affent; fo that for him to have 
procured an A&t of Repeal had been to affirm a Title 
to the Crownin Zdward. But, without doubr, this Opi- 
nion of the Judges, as it is applicd by the Objeétors, 
was new and unheard of before. We ice the King of 
‘Fiance was otherwite informed by the learned Men io 
the Time of King Zohn, for they thought his Blood 
corrupted, and him incepable of taking the Crown by 
Defcent, becaufe he was attainted by ‘Treafon; which 
prevailed with that King to fend over his Son Leavi 
to put in his Ciaim in Rigl.t of his Wife, who was the 
next Heir. Ic alfo ought to be obferved, that the true 
Reafon why the Generality of the Nation did fo long 
approve the Title of the Houle of Lancafter, was be- 
caufe all the Princes of the Houfe of irk were attainted 
of Treafon, and the Blood corrupted; but as foon as 
ever this Corruption was purged, and Richard Duke of 
York was declared Heir apparent by Parliament, the Peo- 
ple foon forfook the Lancaftrians, and tet the Houte of 

York upon the Throne.

I is reported that the States General have fent a Mef- 
fage to the Court of France. which is perte¢tly agree- 
able tothe Intereft of the Allies. 

By private Letters from Hamburgh we learn, that 
his Danifh Mayelty died fuddenly at Copenhagen the 
6th infant, N.S. . 

They write from Broffels, that Marfhal Saxe appears 
every Day more and more embarrafled in his Command, 
and that the Count de Clermont’s quitting the Army 
has ferved only to increafe the general Ditcontent that 
reigns among the Troops. 

Ou Wednefday Col, Stewart, of the Third Regiment 
ot Foot Guards, came an Exprefs from Flandersto Ken- 
fingron ; itis faid he brought an Account that the Army 
ot the Allies were upwards of eighty thoufard regular 
Troops, befides Irregulars, that they have had four or 
five {mart Skirmithes, in which the French were always 
worfted, by having feveral Hundreds killed and taken 
Prifoners; thatthe French called themfelves a hundred 
and ten thoufand, but were not thought to bea hundred; 
that they were entrenched in a very advantageous Man- 
ner, but that General Bathiani was going to detach ten 
thoufand, chicfly Irregulars, into France, in order to 
make a Diverfion, and draw them out of their Entrench- 
ments. 


The Account of the Lords Trials concluded. 


Yefterday Se’anight the Lord High Steward went to

The Lord Balmerino was asked by the Lord High 
Steward, if his Council fhould be heard in Arreft of 
Judgment, as offer’d by him ; but he anfwer'd he was 
advited by his Council that there was nothing to offer. 

Then the Earls of Kilmarnock and Cromartie were 
ask’d if they had any thing to propofe why Judgment 
fhould not pafs againft them; to which they antwer'd 
in the Negative ;: And the Lord Cromartie pathetically 
addrefling him@if to the Houfe, faid, He acknowledg’d 
the Heinoufnefs of the Crime for which he was to be 
fentenc’d, and would not pretend to alledge any Thing 
to extenuate his Guilt; he faid, his onty Refource was 
his Majefty’s Ciemer cy, and hoped his Behaviour before 
the breaking out of the Kebcllion would give their 
Lordhhips a favourable Opinion of him; and fora true 
Account of his Conduét he appealed to the Commander 
of his Majctty’s Forces at Invernets, and to the Lord 
Prefident. He faid, the greateft Part of his Grief was 
the involving an affectionate Wife, Children, and un- 
born Infants in his own Ruin, tho’ they had no Part in

He confefs’d his 
Crime, bege’d Pardon for the Trouble he had given 
their Lordfhips, and humbly implor’d chtit Inteecedion 
to his Majefly for Mercy. 

Then Proclamation was made again for Silence; and

Which done the Pritoners were taken from the Bar, 

Then the Serjeant at Arms crying O Yes, faid, 

“© Our Sovereign Lord the King ftri@ly charge: and 
“© commands all Manner of Perfons to keep Silence 
“© upon Pain of Imprifonment.” 

After which the Lord High Steward ftood up unco- 
vered, and declaring there was nothing more to be done 
by Virtue of the prefent Commiffion, broke the Staff, 
and pronounc’d it difflolved ; and then leaving the Chaie 
came down to the Woolpacks, and asked if ft was their 
Lordfhips Pleafure to adjourn to the Houfe of Lords ? 
Which the Lords agreeing to, the Houfe adjourned to 
the Chamber of Parliament, and they all returned in 
the fame Order they came down. 

Thanks were order’d to be given to the Lord High 
Steward for his Speech made by him on the Conviction 
of the Lords, and that bis Lordfhip do caufe the faid 
Speech to be forthwith printed and publifhed.

“© This ferves to acquaint you, that on the 1gth In- 
ftant I fell in with Cape Sparrel, off which I met one 
of his Majefty’s Ships bound to Faro, but had no Time 
to write. In my Paffage from Barbadoes to the faid 
Place, I had feveral Skirmifhes with the Enemy, of 
little Confequence. About three Weeks before we 
failed from Barbadoes, a Sloop bound to Gibralter had 
the Misfortune to be taken by the Row-Gallies of Al- 
gazires ; on board of her there happened to be fome 
Irifhmen, who wanted to make up their Misfortune on 
the Ruin of fome of his Majefty’s Subjects, and for 
that Purpofe entered on board the faid Gallies, and gave 
Information that I was daily expected, and that I was 
richly laden, which gave them Encouragement to equip 
their two Gallies and a Barcolongo in the beft Man- 
ner they could, and with the bravett Fellows they could 
find. Thefe three are all the Privateers they bad at 
Algazires, which have done all the Damage in rhe Gut 
this War. Long look’d tor come at laft to their Coaft, 
about five Hours after Llefe the Man of War, fhe ftand- 
ing to the Wellward and Ito the Eaftward, 1 got up 
a- breaft of ‘Tariffe the Place of their Abode, where it 
fell calm, and not being able to work my Ship, [hawled 
my Sails up; by this Time they got Sight of me, and 
made all the Way they poffibly could with their Oars 
after me: Half an Hour after Three were within Gun- 
fhot of me, and keeping right in my Wake I couid 
not bring a Gun to bear upon them, except thofe in my 
Cabbin, which, tho’ they did fome Damage they did 
pot mind, bu: rowed up like refolure People determined 
to conquer or dic, for which the Captain and feveral of 
his Officers had taken the Sacrament at Algazires, either 
to bring me in or die in the Auemprt, which we had 
from the People of the Market Sloop next Day. Their 
Form of aitacking me was, the Barcolongo to lie right 
a-ftern, plying me hot with their Cufhee-pieces, and 
with 30 Men-abafr with Small Arms, and tne two Gal- 
lies one on each Quarter, with all Hands atSmall Arms, 
and with what Cannon they had plied us clofe for one 
Hovr. We returned the Fire as well as we could in 
fuch an Inequality of Number, with our Small Arms, 
our Great Guns being rendered utelefs, the Barcoloigo 
having filenced chofe inthe Stern fora little while, by 
cutting our-Breechens and Tackle, which made them 
run back in the Steerage ; this Opportunity they in- 
tended to embrace to board us with a general Huzza, but 
Juckily in that critical Minute I called half a Dozen of 
my Men, and ran a Gun our without Tackle or Breech- 
ing, loaded with Double Round and Partridge and an 
Iron Crow, and in Spite of their Fire, I ditcharg’d it 
at the Barcolongo, ftruck abaft the Mizcn-mait, and 
carried away her whole Quarter and Poop, with all the 
Marines that were there, on which the reft of the 
Crew run into the Bow to keep ler from finking, where- 
upon I got a Gunto bear on her from my Steerage, 
which did her a great deal of Mifchief, and the tew 
left alive got out Oars and row’d cff. Having thus de- 
molifhed the Barcolongo, my People kept continual 
Hire on the two Gallies, who engaged us ftill under 
each Quarter, and boarded us three ‘Times, but we de- 
ftroy’d them as faft as they enter’'d They were fo 
furious and had fuch Machines for Deflruétion, that 
they fat us on fire twice, blew up me and feveral of my 
Men with Powder Flas, which tell on Deck, all which 
we got the better of, and after a long Difpute of two 
Hours, few of them being left a live, the reft took to 
their Oars and Jefrus. My brave Men propofed to fol 
low them with the Boats, avd bring the Gally into 
Gibralter, bur I was unwilling to {cond fo rafha Defign, 
atter fo brave a Defence of me and our Properties, their 
Courage under God being the Caufe of our Victory. 
Too much cannot be faid in their Praife ; all toa Man 
behaved wonderfully, ané, by a Sort of Miracle, not 
one of us are killed, but hardly one without Wounds, 
and Mr. Trial my Mate, hasin particular his Leg broke, 
tho’ on Shore and like :0 do well, as I hope all the reft 
will, The Marker Boat from AlgaziresYetterday brings 
Word, thatonly one of the Gallies was come in, with 
five Men, and the other fuppofed to have funk ; there 
were 120 Men in thefe two, ard the Barcolongo had 
36 Men killed outright, and 22 more received extreme 
Unétion, not expecting to live a Day ; they have done 
a deal of Damage to my Rigging and drove in my 
Stern. —T be Gentlemen Iofurers are obliged to us for 
deftroying a Neft of Rafcalls, who have done a deal of 
Mifchief this Way,” 


Letter from Port{mouth, Aue uft 6. 

« This Morning failed Admiral Leftock in the Prin- 
cela, with all the Tranfports, Ealt-Indi:men, &c. 
Sailed from Spithead the Invernefs Man of War, Capt. 
Legg, with all the Trade bound to Plymouth, Sailed 
out of the Harbour for Spithead she Hector, Capr. 
Stanhope.” 


Extrait of a private Letter from St. Chriftopbers, May 24, 
1749. 

“ We are fomewhat unealy here at the News lately 
received from Monrferrat, where it feems the old Spirit 
is reviving amongft the Pupifts, which are (till about two 
to one in that Ifland, You muft certainly have heard, 
that a little atrer the Revolution, thofe of that Religion 
had formed a Scueme for cutting off all the Protettauts 
io the Ifland, and even went fo far a$ to fix a Day, for 
putting this their barbarous Defign in Execution, which 
was prevented by one Man amongit them having more 
Wic than all the reff. The Name of this prudenrc 
Perfon was Garret Mifler, who at one of their Confulta- 
tions, very cautioufly enquired, who was King at 
Whitehall, and Anfwer being made him that wt was 
King William ; chenadded he, with an O.th, He will 
be King at Montferrat, and I will go home and plant 
my Poraioes. 

The News of the Rebellion has brought out the old 
Spirit again amongft them, and the Popith Faction begin 
to be very turbulentand unealy. They flightthe Power 
of the Council, and ihe Aflembly has lately taken upon 
them tofummon Meff. Mead, Ferrel, and Hufley to 
attend upon them, who, as we are informed did not 
fubmit What the Coofequence may be, or how far 
the Proteftant [utercft may be alfeéted there, I cannor 
fay ; but at prefent, as isis very natural, our Fears are 

reat. 

You will doubtlefs wonder that we have not applied 
to our » Which is the firft Step which ought 
naturally to be taken, and which had beeo taken long 
ago, if we were not thoroughly fatisfied, it was to 
litle or no Purpote ; for being a timorous Man, and 
much afraid of Complaints, he does not care to meddle 
wihthem, who have for teveral Years been fulfered to 
go on in their own Vay, and are nor at all mended 
by this Indulgence. They are naturally told, noify, 
ta€tious People, capable of any thing that is wild, or 
wicked, if they think they fhall be borne out in ir, 
and who would ftick at nothing to carry their Poinr. 
I think it would nor be amif*, if thefe Particulars were 
made known tothe Publick ; perhaps, it might prove 
a Means of procuring fome falutary Orders to be fent to 
this Partof the World, forthe Prefervation of the Pro- 
teftant Intereft, and prevent the Popifh Party from 
gaining Ground in thar Iflund, asthey do, and have 
done ior fome Years paft, of the Truth of which you 
may be eafily informed by Captains of Ships, and other 
Perions, who have vifired thete Parts.’”
